A short conversation which occurred be- 
tween the two as they passed alung the corridor 
leading to the jail shows how completely hard- 
ened they were, and how little the then almost 
certain prospect of doom influenced them:

When the jury had been out just an hour, a 
knock was heard at the door communicating be- 
tween their apartment and the court- room, and 
all eyes were turned in that direction to see 
whether the arbiters of the two ruilians’ fates 
had made up their verdict. It proved to be 
faise alarm. The foreman of the jury want 
paper, pen, andink.

Possibly he was thinking of the mo- 
tion for a new trial which he spbseequentiy 
made. 

At two minutes past 6 another knock came, 
and it was understood the jury were ready. It 
took eight minutes more before the Court, 
State’s Attorney Mills, Col. McClanahan, Mr. 
Coffee, and the two prisoners were in their 
piaces, and at 6:10 everything was ready, and 
the jury filed in. Sherry and Connelly preserved 
their wonted demeanor, from which they never 
deviated,—not even when the verdict of the 
jury fell on their indifferent ears. 

The > jurors responded to their names as they 
were oled by the Clerk, and the foreman, Mr. 
James E. Bruce, passed up to that functionary 
the written verdict. The Clerk read it in a 
loud, clear voce, audible in every part of the 
court-room. It was as follows: 

We, the jury, find the defendants, George 
Sherry and Jeremiah Connelly. guilty of murder 
in the manner and form as charged in the indict- 
ment, and fix the penalty of death for both by 
hanging. . — 

There was a disposition on the part of some 

of the audience to express its sense of the 
justice of this verdict by applauding, but be- 
yond a very little clapping of hands, which was 
immediately checked by the zealous bailiffs, 
there was no outward demonstration of ap- 
proval, although everybody whispered to his 
neighbor, “Serves lem richt. Guess hanging 
ain’t played out in Chicago, after all.“ 
+ Mr. Coffee insisted on having the jury polled, 
and, although it was quite late, the formality 
was observed. Each juror as his name was 
called, answered “Yes,” or “It is,” to the 
question propounded by the Clerk: *“* Was this 
and is this your verdict?’’ 

The court was then dismissed until 10 o’clock 
Monday m „and the convicted murderers 
remanded to their cells under a strong guard. 

MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL.

RANDE. 5 
GUILTY—PENITENTIARY FOR LIFS. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

GaLzesBure, III., Feb. 23.—Frank Rande bas 
escaped the gallows, not only the legalized 
piece of workmanship once the penalty for 
crime in IIlinois, but the exten:porized one 
which the long pent-up wrath of an outraged 
community does sometimes prepare for man- 
slayers. A villain of the most unexampled 
type, the known murderer of six and the re- 
ported murderer of thirteen of his fellow- 
beings, has evaded tke operation of 
justice. under cover of law,—thanks to the 
quibbling technicalities of attorneys and the 
moral obliquity of a dozen miserabie, weak- 
kneed creatures whom the State most unhappily 
accepted as jurors to try him for the murder of 
@aries Belden. Such a diserace to criminal 
law, such an outrage upon public justice, as this 
Knox County at least has never witnessed. She 
will never witness it again. 

When midnight was reached last night, and it 


leaked out that no ent had been reached, 
and that some of she fury favored the infliction 
of a milder penalty that of death, while 
there Was indeed a possibility that no unison of 
sentiment would be reached 
THE PUBLIC INDIGNATION 

began to swell. The jury had retired Thursday 
afternoon with the flery denunciations of the 
assistant prosecutor ringing in their ears, and 
the mute evidence of the bullet which pierced 
Belden’s heart, aud the pistol from which it was 
fired, in their hands. No stronger case of direct 
and circumstantial evidence was ever brought 
before a jury there is no case the outcome of 
which will more effectively aemonstrate the 
absolute necessity of a sweeping reform in the 
handiing of criminal cases.

AN ODD-FELLOW 
WHO HAS PROBABLY RUN AWAY WITH SIX 
THOUSAND ODD DOLLARS.

Grand Rarips, Mich., feb. 23.—Robert H.

Hough and others for $50,000, Of this amount 
$35,000 was to be in full-paid stock of the At- 
lantic & Pacific Ratiroad Company, and $15,000 
in cash. It is charved that no cash was ever 
paid, apd that the stock was issued without con- 
sideration in fraud of the bona fide steckhold- 
ers, and is void. Shortly after R. M. Hough, 
T. 8. Dobbins, George 8. Bowen, W. T. Hughes, 
J. S. Wilcox, W. L. Pease, and George W. 
Young heid a meeting and elected themselves 
Directors of the road. Strenuous efforts were 
then made toget subseriptions to the stock, 
and it was represented the Company was in a 
sound financial condition, that the members 
of this Board were worth $3,000,000; that 
Dobbina was to furnish the iron if he would 
furnish it as cheap as any one else, but not 
otherwise; that the stock was only sold 
for cash at par, and that the Company 
was free from debt. By these representations, 
all of which he charges are false, Gale was in- 
duced to subseribe for 200 shares of stock. He 
charges that all the money received by Dobbins 
and the others as the Board of Directors imme- 
diately passed into the hands of Dobbins and 
the others, as partners and members of the firm 
of Dobbins & Co., so that ultimately ail the

THE EASTERN FREIGHT MUDDLE. 
For some reason or other the trunk line 
Presidents have reconsidered their intention to 
hold a meeting at the Windsor Hotel, New 
York, Wednesday, for the purpose of taking 
measures to stop the present freight war among 
the various roads leading East from Western 
points. A dispatch was received by Mr. N. 
Guilford, the Western Pool Commissioner, yes- 
terday afternoon from Mr. J. N. McCullough, 
Vice-President of the Pennsvivania Company, 
informing him that the meeting had been post- 
poned until further notice. No reason for this 
action was given. Some railway-managers 
ascribe the cause to the inability of some of the 
managers to be present at the appointed time, 
while others think that it has been done out of 
a feeling of revenge towards Vanderbilt, who, 
up to the present time, has refused to join in 
any arrangement calculated to bring about 
a settlement’ of the difficulties. Now

The 
conviction of Oo Lr anfl SAT comes 
therefore at a most proper moment, and, it 
is to be hoped, will serve as a stern 
reminder to rogues and ruffians for 
a long time in the future. It is 
all the more welcome because of the 
unfortunate collapse of the Ranpz trial at 
Galesburg, commented upon in another 
column. Both cases were alike in one re- 
spect: the prisoners were plainly shown to 
have committed unprovoked murder. That 
the Chicago jury sentenced Suxzrry and Con- 
NELLY to be hung, while the Knox County jury 
remanded RAxDE to imprisonment for life, 
is creditable to the former body, and affords 
our citizens an assurance that at least we 
are not 80 remiss in the administration of 
justice as are other communities. It is now 
five years since a murderer has been ‘hung in 
this city,—the case of Darver in 1873 being 
the last, although several have been executed 
in neighboring towns whither they had taken 
changes of venue. The last double hanging 
was in 1865, when Fizmminc and CorsertT 
were executed for the killing of a defense- 
less old man. The attorneys for Suzery 
and Connweniy have made the usual motion 
for a new trial, but it will undoubtedly be 
overruled by Judge Jamo to-morrow. 
THE CITY APPROPRIATIONS. 

So far as the City Council have progressed 
with the annual appropriations in the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, there is no indication 
of either of the two concessions demanded by 
the people and the interests of the city, viz.: 
(1) That there shall be a material reduction 
in the tax-levy of the present year to corre- 
spond with the business losses, the shrinkage 
of values, and the decreased capacity of the 
people to pay; and (2) provision for accumu- 
lating a fund wherewith to inaugurate the 
policy of Pay as you go” out of unex- 
pended balances. One of these demands 
(the reduction of the tax-levy) the people 
would be willing to abandon, if they were 
assured of the honest and determined policy 
of the City Government to save out of this 
tax-levy one-half or one-third with which to 
start out in the following year. So far, the 
totals of the appropriations for the cur- 
rent year are a little in excess of 
those of last year, and the indication 
is that, after the Committee of the Whoie 
shall have gone through the entire list, the 
total will be about equal to that of last year, 
or in the neighborhood of $4,000,000. Dur- 
ing the consideration of the subject in Com- 
mittee of the Whole there is mo opportunity 
for holding the Aldermen individually re- 
sponsible, as there will be when they come 
to vote on the final passage of the Appropri- 
ation bill; but the Aldermen should all take 
warning that, in the present temper of the 
taxpayers, the latter are not willing to toler- 
ate the laissez-faire policy which has brought 
the Municipal Government into its present 
embarrassments. The public expect from 
the City Council some solution, or at all 
events some intelligent effort at solution, of 
the difficulties in which the city has become 
involved; and, if disappointed in this ex- 
pectation, the people will look about them 
next April to discover more competent men 
to legislate for their interests and control 
their finances, 

The Council thus far have followed in the 
old rut of itemizing with the minutest de- 
tail all the expenditures in every depart- 
ment and branch of the Municipal Govern. 
ment. They are evidently bound down of 
their own habit or through their advisers to 
the provisions of the old Special Charter, 
and hence regard it as essential that they 
shall absolutely fix the salary or wages of 
every employe as well as every officer of the 
City Government, and also determine the 
number of employes and the precise propor- 
tion of expenditures for the various details 
required by the different branches. 
There is nothing in the General In- 
corporation Act (which has been the City 
Charter ever since April, 1875) that 
requires this rigid and iron-bound system. 
The General Charter (Art. V., Sec. 1, Par. 
2) provides that the Common Council shall 
have power to appropriate money for cor- 
porate purposes only,” and the next para- 
graph authorizes the levy and collection of 
taxes to meet such appropriations. This 
General Charter in the same article and sec- 
tion (Par. 71) makes an explicit distinction 
between officers and employes of the city 
by authorizing the Council “to provide by 
ordinance in regard to the relation between 
all the officers and the employes of the corpo- 
ration in respect to each other, the ra- 
tion and the people.” Finally (Sec, 241 of 
the General Incorporation Act), it is made 
the duty of the City Council “to establish 
and fix the amount of salary to be paid 
any and all city officers, as the case 
may be, except members of such legislative 
body, in the annual Appropriation bill or 
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passing the Appropriation bill. if they can be 
made to understand their authority to do so 
and the advantages that may be secured 

There is danger that most of the Aldermen

itself, but as the most practicable and least 
objectionable means of averting the necessi- 
ty for an absolute suspension of the City 
Government. Nobody contemplates à per- 
manent continuance of such a system with 
complacency, and there is good reason to 
suspect that it would eventually fall into dis- 
repute, and become a serious burden to city 
employes, as well as an injury to the city’s 
credit. What is demanded of this Council, 
therefore, is that it shall begin a system of 
appropriations and expenditures which, in 
two years at most, will relieve the city from 
the necessity of resorting to Treasury war- 
rants or orders to be hawked about for dis- 
count. 


THE OLDEST WORK OF FICTION. 
The oldest work of fiction extant is the 


Book of Job, which was Written, according 
to the best authorities, twenty-one centuries 
before CHT. Supposing Mosrs to have 
been the author of it, as is now generally 
believed, he must be awarded not only the 
distinction due to the Great Lawgiver, but 
that which belongs to the first and greatest 
of the epic poets. For it must be conceded 
that Job is an epic poem, fulfilling as it 
does all but one of the conditions of that 
order of composition. Treating of an ele- 
vated subject, emplaying vivid and intense 
imagery, and introducing noble personages, 
it constitutes almost a perfect specimen of a 
poem of its kind. It wants only the form 
of an epic work. From a literary point of 


view, as from all others, it remains to this 


day unrivaled in grandeur and sublimity; 
but it has not been much regarded in this 
aspect, principally because its tremendous 
moral has swallowed up its merits of 
another kind. Few persons who read 
the answer of the Lord out of the 
whirlwind, which begins in the thirty 
eighth and continues through the three 
subsequent chapters, reflect that it is by far 
the most successful of all efforts in literature 
ty put speech into the mouth of the Almighty. 
The tendency is tg dwell upon the matter 
rather than the manner of whatever occurs 
in the Bible. Aside from any considerations 
as to the inspired nature of the book, which 
does not enter into the present inquiry, it is 
true that the rudeness of the age in which 
the Book of Job was written helped to make 
it highly poetical. The well-known literary 
principle that the earliest ages of men were 
the most poetical, and the first and most 
natural speech a form of poetry, is illustrated 
and exemplified in Job. It logically follows 
that remote ages must produce the freest 
and most spontaneous poetical writings, and 
there, as a matter of fact, they are to be 
found. Next tothe Biblical poetry, the best 
and oldest poems of which we have any 
knowledge are the “Iliad” and Odyssey, 
and in them, asin all the Persian and Indian 
hterature, will be perceived something like 
the same effects produced by strong imagina- 
tions and comparatively undeveloped reason- 
ing faculties. 

The Book of Job has historical as well as 
literary value. In Scribner's Monthly for 
March Dr. Hotianp says: We presume 
there may be some men left who read the 
Book of Job as a veritable history, but those 
who are capable of judging will simply place 
it at the head of the realm of fiction.” 80 
far is this from being the case, that those 
who are more capable of judging have done 
nothing of the kind. The eminent and de- 
vout Dr. Krrro in his Bible Diustrations 
holds, in substance, that Job is a fiction 
founded on fact. In support of this position, 
he mentions the particular description of 
persons and places in which the book 
abounds. It is altogether improbable, he 


argues, that in a work of pure invention, 


names should be given with such care. He 
might have added that a work of pure inven- 
tion was not likely to grow up in the early 
age ascribed to Jon. Even the luxuriant 
imaginations of the ancients were not 
equal to such a task, possibly be- 
cause they were tempered by habits 
of veracity which have beef more or less 
discarded in our time. Whether the gods 
and heroes of the Greeks did exist or not, 
and whether their achievements were exactly 
as described, may well be doubted; but 
there can be no question that there was at 
least a basis of fact for the Iliad, and it was 
believed to be all true by those who first heard 
it sung. There was a Troy and an Acamem- 
nom; probably also an Achs, a M- 
Laus, an Asax, a Heoror, and a Priam; and 
CLT mern, HN, and ANDROMACHE are 
more likely to have lived than not. It is the 
actions which have been attributed to them 
rather than the personages themselves that 
are fictitious. So it is in the case of Jon. 
He was a man who lived in Uz, which has 
been assigned to Northern Arabia. His patri- 
archal character is sufficiently evident 
from the inventory of his wealth, which 
consisted of sheep, camels, oxen, and asses. 
But he lived after the pastoral age, for 
he had a town house, and all his sons 
were provided with dwellings. He seems also 
to have been a magistrate. His wealth was, 
for those times, princely, his cattle alone 
being valued at $150,000 to $200,000, and 
money then being worth many times more 
in exchange than it is at present. The fam- 
ily relations of Jon were fortunate. He 
had seven sons and daughters, all of 
them dutiful and affectionate; his wife was a 
good sort of woman, perhaps a little vigor- 
ous in her speech, but, under ordinary oir- 
cumstances, a true helpmeet. She re- 
proached him, it is true, when his afflictions 
came, but in this respect she was no worse 
than wives have been before and since. She 
was in all else an embodiment of the homely 
virtues. There was, indeed, much to make 
Jos happy. He had troops of friends, dis-

ously before hig friends when they attempt- 
ed to explain his calamities as Providential 
dispensations” and ‘‘ merited punishment 
for his sins.” He was only overpowered in 
this argument by the voice of Deity itself, 
which, for the purposes of epic poetry, ap- 
propriately brought the discussion to a close. 
It does not appear that Jon had any idea of 
a future life. The celebrated passage which 
has been used to support this theory and 
which has even passed into Hanpgw’s great 
oratorio of The Messiah,” is proved to be a 
mistranslation. ‘tI know that my Redeemer 
liveth” should read ‘‘I know that my Vin- 
dicator (or Avenger) liveth, and the whole 
passage should read thus: I know that my 
Vindicator (or Avenger) liveth, and shall here- 
after appear upon the earth; and though with 
my skin this body be wasted away, yet 
in my flesh shall I see Gop.” The meaning 
is that Jon has faith in his recovery and 
restoration to prosperity; and he does, in- 
deed, at the end of the poem, as he predicts 
he will, see Gop in the flesh. 

It would be presumptuous to attempt any 
paraphrase of the sublime poetry which 
carries forward the argument of the story of 
Jon. The greatest epic which the Christian 
era has produced is by comparison artificial, 
and its discussion of moral themes labored 
and inconclusive. The purposes of the pres- 
ent article will be answered if it shall direct 
the] attention of a few jreaders to this and 
other beautiful poams contained in the Bible, 
and, by reminding some who have forgotten 
that Esther,” Ruth,“ and Job are 
delightful compositions, contribute to their 
entertainment and improvement. 
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4 REVENUE FROM LICENSES. 

The law of the State empowers the Gov- 
ernments of cities to require licenses for the 
transaction of certain oecupations, and to 
fix the rates to be paid for such licenses. 
The average annual revenue collected from 
licenses in Chicago has been for some years 
about $300,000. Considering the financial 
exigencies of the city, and that the-revenue 
from licenses is easily collected, and is col- 
lectable at any time of the year when reve- 
nue is especially d@sirable, the question is 
mooted strongly whether the license-list may 
not be revised and enlgerged, and the rates of 
licenses readjusted, in order that, without 
increasing general taxation oppressively, 
something may not thus be added to the 
proper revenues of the city. The City 
Charter enumerates specifically the purposes 
for which licenses may be required, and the 
City Council has full power to prescribe the 
rates. Among others of whom license-fees 
may be exacted are hawkers, peddlers, pawn- 
brokers, keepers of ordinaries (eating- 
houses), theatrical and other exhibitions, 
shows, hackmen, draymen, omnibus-drivers, 
carters, cabmen, porters, expressmen, and 
others pursuing like occupations, runners 
for stages, cars, public houses; billiard and 
other similar tables, ten-pin and ball-alleys, 
and the selling of liquors, the sale of meats, 
poultry, fish, etc.; auctioneers, distillers, 
brewers, lumber-yards, livery-stables, money 
changers and brokers, second-hand and junk 
stores. 

This is the list of persons and occupations 
that may be taxed by license. The most im- 
portant of these in the way of numbers are 
the saloons. The whole number of saloons 
licensed in this city is somewhere near 2,800, 
and the rate is $52 each. Can the revenue 
from licenses be increased? Two modes 
may be suggested: One is to add to the list 
of persons and occupations to be licensed ; 
and the other is to add to the rate of the 
license. The uniform rate of $52 @ year for 
each saloon hardly amounts to a tax for that 
class of saloops which do the largest busi- 
ness. Leaving out of view all thought of 
using the License law as a means of prohi- 
bition, there might with some propriety be 
made a distinction between saloons so as to 
divide them into two classes: (1) Those 
that sell beer and wine exclusively ; 
(2) those that sell all kinds of lig- 
uors. The increase of the license-fee 
to $100, instead of, $52, would add 8140, 
000 to the revenue from that source, while, if 
the increase was confined to thosé saloons 
which sell all kinds of intoxicating beverages 
the revenue would be increased to a smaller 
eftent. In either case an effect would be to 
close up many saloons, and that would be 
beneficial. In regard to the saloons of a 
general character, it is not likely that there 
would be any serious objection by the 

houses, which would willingly 
pay $100 to $125 a year if by so doing other 
and disreputable establishments would be 
closed. The exaction of a license from brew- 
ers and distillers, if made sufficiently large, 
would add something handsome to tie pub- 
lio revenue. The exaction of a license from 
horse-cars has already been agitated, and it 
is claimed that $10,000 a year may be ob- 
tained from that source. How far the erist- 
ing rates of license can be increased with 
fairness is a matter for the Council to con- 
sider.

It, in lieu of this plan of 
taxing merchandise by valuation, there 
was a license system by which a 
scale of licenses te sell- merchandise 
was established, by which, on the ist day of 
July annually, every wholesale dealer in 
Chicago should make application for 3 
license, in which he should, upon his last 
year’s business, state the probable aggregate 
of his annual sales for the year, and pay & 
license proportioned thereto, then every 
dealer would pay a proportionate tax, and 


there would be noescaping. The revenue. 


would all be collected free of cost, 
and the merchants paying their license 
would have no other tax to pay on their 
merchandise. We need not add that, even at 
a rate of license computed at a very low pro- 
portion of 1 per cent on sales, the revenue 
from that source alone would contribute 
largely to the city support. An average rate 
of license of $10 for each retail dealer, in 
lieu of taxation on stock, would be moderate, 
easily collected, would be equitable, and 
would furnish a large revenne. Woe, how- 
ever, have a cast-iron system of taxation 
which in a most remarkable manner defeats 
the special purpose for which it was invent- 
ed, and that was to compel personal proper- 
ty to pay taxes. Under the law, after ex- 
cluding the personal property on farms, not 
more than 15 per cent of the personal prop- 
erty in the State is ever found by the Asses- 
sor, and the rest consequently escapes taxa- 


tion.

RANDE’S SENTENCE. 

The result of the trial of the desperado 
Ranpz is a libel upon the name and meaning 
of justice. It reduces the trial to the char- 
acter ofa farce. It puts a low estimate up- 
on the value of human life. It threatens the 
safety of society. It offers a premium to 
every brutal villain to carry out his blood- 
thirsty instincts and give free scope to his 
revenges. It elevates this desperado among 
his fellows to the position of a hero. By the 
side of such a finding as this, which sends 
this desperado to the Penitentiary and saves 
his worthless life, the decisions of Judge 
Lynch may be considered almost equitable, 
legal, and dignified. Outside of the jury 
that made the decision, the wretch who is 
spared, and that impecunious advocate of the 
abolition of capital punishment who tramps 
about the country seeking to impress his 
maudlin sentiments upon people, there is no 
one who will not see in this verdict a delib. 
erate and dangerous assault upon society, 
and an incentive to other murderers to carry 
out their brutal purposes. 

The specific act for which this man was 
trie? Was the murder of Cam BM, a 
worthy citizen of Gilson, Knox Co. On a 
Sunday morning in August, 1877, while the 
family were at church, Rax committed a 
burglary upon the premises of Woonronn 
Prence. He was seen to enter the premises. 
Following his tracks, the citizens discovered 
his hiding-place. He attempted to escape, 


hen Mr. Bom called out to him to halt. 


He turned and shot Beipzn dead, danger- 
ously injured one and slightly wounded two 
others of his pursuers, and temporarily made 
good his escape. In the vieinity of his 
hiding-place were found the tools with which 
he had forced his way into Prencz’s house, 
and a portion of the property which he had 
stolen. The evidence was absolute as to the 
identity of Ranpz as the man who com- 
mitted the burglary and shot BMD. There 
was no doubt on either point; and yet, with 
this clear testimony of the double crime of 
burglary and murder before them, with 
the positive evidence that he was 
a professional burglar and outlaw, 
that he was armed and resisted arrest to the 
last, and that he had been a desperado all 
his life, priding himself upon the number 
he had killed and publicly boasting his inten- 
tion to kill more when the opportunity 
offered, this jury availed itself of the option 
of the Jaw tosend him to the Penitentiary 
for life instead of to the gallows, upon no 
other possible pretense than that he was de- 
fending his rights as a citizen against those 
who were seeking to arrest him without a 
warrant. Had his counsel brought up any 
record of past good conduct, had they shown 
that his reputation previous to this murder 
was good; that he had been a peaceable 
man; that he was insane at the time, and 
did not know what he was doing, or that he 
committed the act under some uncontrollable 
impulse, the jury might plead some justifica- 
tion for its astounding verdict,—a verdict 
so utterly at variance with all ideas 
of law, equity, justice, and the 
simplest precautions of personal safety, as 
almost to convince one that jury trials are 
farces instituted to save criminals from the 
laws they have violated instead of punishing 
them for the violation where the violation 
is clearly proven. In Ranpz’s case there was 
not an event in his career that could be dis- 

torted into an extenuation of his guilt. His 
whole life had been one of crime. He had 
been in the Penitentiary before. He was 
publicly known asa thief anda murderer, 
whose hands were against society. He had 

committed wholesale murder in St. Elmo 
and St. Louis. His record was stained with 
blood, and he took pride init. He boasted 
of being an outlaw, and from the time of his 
arrest to his conviction he has threat- 
ened revenge. Under such circum. 
stances, the astonishing conduct of 
this jury in awarding him a life. 
term in the Penitentiary is simply incompre-

Ald. Pearsons said that in 1873, 1874, 1875, 
and 1876, there had been appropriated for 
school] sites and buildings $390,000, which was 
thus divided: North Division, $84,000; West 
Division, $220,000; South Division, $86,000. 
Last year $35,000 was appropriated. Of the 
whole amount, $45,000 was in the Treasury 
ready to be spent. 

Ald. Cullerton stated that, for new buildings 
alone, the Council appropriated for the South 
Side in 1873, 74, and 75. $86,000; and for those 
years, leaving out sites, $150,000 was appro- 
priated. 

Ald. Pearsons said his figures were official, 
coming from the Board of Education. 

Ald. Cullerton went on to demonstrate from 
the Council records that more money had been 
appropriated. In 1874 $226,000 was set aside 
for new buildings and sites; in 1875, $215,000. 


~ Ald. Pearsons remarked that the Alderman 


was going astray. The figures he (Pearsons) 
had read snowed, not the amount appropriated, 
but the amount not expended, and standing to 
the credit of the school fund. 

Ald. Cullerton—lIs it in tae Treasury? 

Ald. Pearsons—No. There is only $45,000 of 


he $425,000. 
Ald. Cullerton—Can you explain why there is 
such a lafe uncollected balance! 

Ald. Pearsons—I cannot. 

Ald. Cullerton said tnere had been a sufficient 
amount of money in egch appropriation bill for 
furoishing and completing every new schovl- 
house, and also an item for the pay of teachers. 
None of the other items stood in the same re- 
lation that this ene did. The appropriation 
of money for the purchase of school buiidings 
and sites ought to be stopped until a clear 
understanding coula be had of the present con- 
dition of affairs up to the present time. Appro- 
priations had been made twice for the same 
sites, but they were not bought, nor was the 
money in the Treasury. 

Ald. Throop said it had been a problem, when 
the present Administration came in, what had 
become of the money appropriated in 1873, 1874, 
and 1875. ‘Tne best information obtainable was 
that all collections up to the springrof 1876 had 
been pooled, and the money expended for some 
purpose—what it was he ([hroop) didn’t know, 
nor did anybody else. Certificates had been 
issued for over $3,000,000 on the tax-levy of 
1875, and leit as a legacy forthe incoming Ad- 
ministration. Six hundred thousand dollars of 
the City-Hall Fund had been used up, as was 
the Burr and ney other fund. Tne ques- 
tion was, Where bad the money gone! bo 
answered where, and would, he guessed fora 
long time. [Laughter.) The present Adminis- 
tration was trying to lay a little aside in every 
fund. 000 should be used for school- 
houses. Expensive ones should not be built. 
The unexpended balance would never be col- 
lected. He was in favor of a judicious ana 

rudent appropriation. Unless one was made, 

here would be no money for the purpose next 
year. The Comptroller had told him that, when 
Mayor Heath came in the School Fund was over- 
drawn $52,300. Now it was $45,000 in pocket. 

Ald. Gilbert said the uncxpended balance was 
due mainly to non-collection of taxes; but 

money had been stolen by Gage and Van 
Hollen. Tois was the real cause of the present 
deficiency in the funds. He moved to make 
the item read five school build- 
ings and sites. since they were 
needed, anda building which cost $20,000 four

THE WATER TAX. 
HOW TO RUN THE CITY. 

It is not certain that the Aldermen and other 
city officers have devised any means for running 
the city during the present fiscal year. 80 fer 
as can be ascertained, their only plan is to sit 
still and let Providence attend tothem. But 
Providence is hard-up just now, and is not mak- 
ing any advances, certainly not on city certifi- 
cates. Tun Trisuns has mae various sug- 
gestions for the benefit of the city officers, some 
of which are unquestionably legal, and some of 
them possibly so. It now comes forward with 
another one, which, whether legal or not, can 
be carricd out to such an extent as to re- 
lieve the city of its greatest difficulty— 
providing for paving the interest on the 
coupons of the bonded debt as they fall due. 
This new patent recipe is to double the water 
rates, and use the surplus, that is what remains 
after paying the interest on the water bonds, 
operating expenses and cost of extending the 
system, for the purpose of defraying other 
legitimate corporate expenses. Last year the in- 
come from water rates was about $890,000. Of 
this, $200,000 went for the interest on the water 
bonds, and the remainder was swallowed up in 
expenses of maintenance (which are a little too 
heavy, for they will use nard coal at the North 
Side Water-Works because the soot and smoke 
of the cheaper soft coal offends a few residents 
in the neighborhood) in the laying of water- 
pipes, and in the necessary repairs to the crib, 
hien, as Mr. Bramhall snowed long ago, was 
last year in ashaky and uncertain condition.

NOW FOR THE AUTHORITY OF LAW 

under which all this is to be done. There was 
passed and went into force April 15, 1873, an 
act authorizing and empowering ali cities, in- 
corporated towns, and villages in this State to 
provide for a supply of water; authorizing said 
cities, incorporated towns and villages to bor- 
row money and collect a general tax, in the 
same manner as other municipal taxes may be 
levied and collected, for the erection, construc- 
tion, and maintaining of such Water- Works, and 
declaring that such cities, etc., might acquire 
real estate, and bave the power to take, hold, 
acquire. and condemn it, for the location of 
their water-works; that the Common Council 
of any city should have the power to make and 
enforce all needful rules and regulations in the 
erection, construction, and management of the 
Water- Works, and for the use of water supplied 
by the same; and said city shall have the 

rht and power to tax, assess, and collect from 
the inhabitants thereof, such tax, rent, or rates 
for the use and benefit of water usea or supplied 
to them asthe Common Council shall deem 
just and expedient.“ Such taxes, rents, or 
rates are to be paid and coliected in such man- 
ner as the Council shall by ordinance direct and 
provide. Then comes the following section: 

All the income received by such cities, towns, or 
villages from such water-works, from the payment 
and collection of water taxes, rents, or rates, shall 
be kept in a separate fund, and shall first be ap- 
plied in the payment and discharge of the costs, in- 
terest on bonds or money borrowed and used in the 
erection and construction of such water-works and 
running expenses thereof. And any surplus may 
be applied in such manner as the Common Council 
or Board of Trustees may direct.

If this clause ever had any validity, which is 
doubt ful, it certainly cannot apply to Chicago 
now, inasmuch as the city has no of Pu 
lic Works, it having been done away with by the 
ordinance adopted in the latter part of 1876. 
So the Council has authority to fix such water- 
rates as it deems just and expedient, and an 
surplus, after paying the interest on bonds an 
the running expenses, can be applied in such 
manner as the Council directs.

SMUGGLER’S CHALLENGE ACCEPTED. 
{iThe friends and partisans of Smuggler, the 
most conspicuous of whom are Col. Russell, 
owner ot the horse, and the editor of the Turf, 
Field, and Farm, have finally placed themselves 
in a position where they will either be obliged to 
squarely back water in regard to the bloviant 
demonstrations which they have made about 
the prowess of the brown stallion, or make 
good some of their numerous boasts re g 
the abilities of that horse, in which they have 
indulged for the past two months. In last Sun- 
day’s TRIBUNE mention was made of a so-called 
challenge which the Turf made on behalf of 
Col. Russell, owner of Smuggier, and the paper 
showed that it was concerned wholly in the in- 
terest of that horse, his owner offering to 
trot three races, providing he was al- 
lowed to name the amount of stakes, 
the stakeholder, the track over whicn the 
first race was to be trotted, and the date on 
which it should take place. The owner of 
Rarus was not to be allowed the slightest voice 
in the matter other than to put up his share of 
the money and furnish a horse to trot against 
Smuggler. This kind of a challenge was mani- 
festly unfair, and Tus Trisune called atten- 
tion in as geutle terms as poss ble to the fact.

There are a large number of persons in this 
city and elsewhere who are continually desiring 
information of this paper conceraing the num- 
ber of horses that have trotted in 2:20 or better, 
the fastest time for one mile on and on 
other points concerning turf matters. As the 
season for this clase of inquiries will soon open, 
and the premonitory symptoms indicate that 
there will be an unusually large crop of them, 
it has been decided to anticipate the matter by 
publishing a complete list of horses that ever 
trotted a mile in 2:20 or better, up to the close 
of 1878. All the performances therein recorded 
were made in harness. A list of the best per- 
formances at other distances and ways of coi 
has also been prepared, and will prove usefu 
for reference in deciding disputed points. It 
will be seen by reference to the table that since 
Flora Temple scored the first heat below 2:20 
twenty-four other horses have equaled or ex- 
ceeded her performance, while six have landed in 
the 2:20 hole. Of the sires represented in this 
list, Hambietonian has two (Dexter and Nettie);

DISMISSED. 

The habeas corpus case „f Moritz Wassermann 
came up yesterday morning before Judge Me-

day, she filed a petition for habeas corpus. claim 
that the provision of the ordinance that prohibite 
the sale of liquor to minors was illegal and void, 
because it exceeded the powers conferred by the 
charter of the city, and was in conflict with the 
general laws of the State,

This report was yesterday rejected, and a new bill 
was adopted for recommendation to the Post-Oftice 
Department. The latter provides that therv shall be 
three kinds of mail matter: first, written: second, 
printed; third, articles not comprised in the first 
and second classes. There shall be two rates of 
the second class,—a registered and an ordi- 
nary rate. The registered rate applies to 
bona fide newspapers, magazines, and periodicals, 
having a legitimate list of subscribers. Foreign 
perioJicals of this character may be sent throuvh 
the mail at registered rates, without registratgon, 
to lar subscribers. The certificate of registra: 
tion be revoked by the Postmaster, should he 
deem the publication to have changed its charac- 
ter; but the publisher is entitled to relief at the 
hands of the District Court should he feel himself 

rieved. Registered matter may be examined at 
ther the mailing or delivery office for veritication, 
Unregistered, second-class mail matter shall be 
subject to a rate of one cent for each two ounces 
or fractional part thereof. The senders of second 
clase registered may inclose invoices of the cen 
tents thereof, or bills and receipts for subscrip- 
tions thereto, or circulars relating exclusively to 
the payment of the subecription price of the pub- 
lication in which they are inclosed.

FORT DEARBORN ADDITION. 
i To the Editer of The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 20.—The difficulty 
in regard to titles in the southwest tractional 
quarter of Sec. 10 in Chicago is not and has 
never been known or understood, and there is 
but one way out of the difficulty, and that is 
by the aid of the Beaubien title still in all ‘of 
that land, and which the bill proposed by Sen- 
ator Matthews, of Ohio, remedies. 

The law required that land, when it should 
cease to be needed asa reservation, should be 
certified to the Land Department, for that De- 
partment to cancel the reservation entry made 
in 1824, and then for the Land Department to 
sell it to Beaubien at $1.25 per acre, he being a 
pre-emption settler, and this course migat have 
been pursued if the American Land Company 
had not then been the owners of a large tract 
of land in this same quarter-section between 
Kinzie street and the north side of the Chicago 
River, and on the bar east of the old 
river and south of the present outlet 
A pre-emption sale would have passed a part of 
this to Beaubien; giving Beaubien 4 title by 
succession that would have antedated that of 
the Land Company, and taken a part of this

One of the then late and just-retired Cabinet 
officers of President Van Buren’s Cabinet was 
a member of this Land Company, and while the 
land was held in fact for it,—it had been pur- 
chased for it,—the title was not taken or 
kept in either the name of this Com- 
pany or that of the said Cabinet 
Officer, but subsequent events eloped 
these facts, of which the writer has the black 
and white proof,—that is that it was at that 
time their property.

As soon as the old Fort-Dearborn ejectment 
case was decided by the United States Supreme 
Court, on the effect of à pre-emption sale by 
the Land Department, when the land was still 
reserved and not in its jurisdiction to sell, a 
notice was given by the of War that 
he should cause this land to be subdivided into 
lots, streets, and aileys (not -parks), and 
sold in the following Junc, and the instructions 
which he gave Mr. Burchard were that if he 
could not sell this land at Chicago, to adjourn 
the sale to Detroit or New York, the purpose 
being to get the lands sold and improvements 
started before Congress could mect, and inter- 
cept the outrage, and this notwithstanding the 
people of Chicago then appealed for delay, be- 
cause it was an inopportune time to sell, and 
that they hoped the sale would be delayed for 
the action of Congress in the premises, and 
they made these things known to the Secretary 
of War by a petition. 

The act March 3, 1819, under which the 
sale was assumed to be made had been in force 
for twenty years, and an examination of the 
Land Department records at Waghington shows 
that not a single reservation of ‘The status of 
this had been sold under it by the Secretary of 
War, but that sales of such reseryations (which 
had occurred during this period) had all been 
made by the Land Department, and less than 
eight months before, as Judge McLean says in 
the Rock Island Reservation case, the Secretary 
of War had not sold that reservation, because 
he found that he had no power to sell it: the 
power in that case being identically the same to 
sell that as to sell this. 

There being no power to sell, the question 
arises as tothe effect of the sale. It was a 
nullity. The sole power of disposing of the 
public lands rests in Congress alone, or such 
ofticers of the Government as Congress by law 
delegates this authority to. There being no 
authority for the Secretary of War to make 
this sale, it was as much a nullity as if the Post- 
master-General or some self-appointed individ- 
ua) or citized bad made it. 

The next question arises, Did the patents 
signed by the President cure it? Not at all. 
But for the laws of Congress all the patents 
signed by the President would be void, and that 
authority is limited by the laws of Congress. 
These patents all recite they are based on sales 
made of lots in their reservation in 1839 by the 
Secretary of War. Therg was neitber authority 
oflaw for the sales or for the patents to issue on 
these void sales. To illustrate: Suppose, we 
call on dent Hayes and pay 
him a million of dollars to sell and 
patent to us the Territory of Dakota. The act 
would have the same amount of law to sustain 
both sale and patent from him as there was for 
these sales and patents, and with the money 
placed in the Treasury the cases would be iden- 
tical. Lapse of time would not change the mat- 
ter. The legal title would still be in the Govern- 
ment. A patent that recites matter in the 
body of it to show that it is void, as 
all these patents did, does not take any title or 
color of title out of the Government, nor does 
possession under such a title for any length of 
time and vast expenditures and improvements 
eure the defect. See case of Lindsley va. Wil- 
lard et al., 6 Peters. It was not only settled 
by the courts that there was in 1839 no authority 
in either the Secretary of War or the President 
to sell such reservations as this, but in 1856, on 
the 8d of March, it was so recognized by Con- 
gress itself, by an act of that date. 

The public press of Chicago and the e of 
that city in 1839 hardly supposed that the Secre- 
tary of War—assuwing he had the power to sell, 
aud this land was the Government’s and not 
Beau bicn’s—could set aside a park and vest 
any title in the city. But it was urgea 
prevailcd upon, the agent sent to sell might do 
this, and that in that event the city vould get 
the benefit of the breathing space all the same, 
and a committee was accordingly appointed by 
the City Council to have this agent sent to sell 
to violate his instructions so far as to set aside 
this space, which, at the request of this Com- 
mittee, be did.

It is said that 
the post of Chamberlain was next offered to 
Cardinal Panebianco, then another candidate 
for the succession to Pope Pius. Whether this 
is true or not, Panebianco was not called to the 
which was left vacant until Sept. 21, 1877, 
when, at a Consistory in the Vatican, the Fon- 
tiff appointed Cardinal Pecci Chamberlain of the 
Coll From this omer there was no 
appeal, and Pecci at once entered upon the dis- 
of his duties. He thus had daily inter- 
course with the 2 4 in the last months of his 
life, and it may well be questioned whether he 
did not, by his adroitness in tbat short period 
counteract the effect produced upon Pius’ mind 

by the malice of Antonelli. 

The new Pope is 68 years of age, but has few 
of the marks of old age. In appearance he is 
said to resemble the Cardinal Consalvi, the cel 
ebrated Minister of Pope Pius Vil. His head 
is well shaped. The brow is high, but some- 
what narrow. He has a frank and cheerful 
countenance, and his features are clean-cut. 
His mouth is large, chin prominent, and ears 

v. His voice is unusually sonorous, but 

at times becomes strident and disagreeable. In 

ublic the new Pope is dignifiea, even to auster- 

ley, but in private be is quiet. graceful in man- 
per and speech, and attractive in every sense. 

No reproach has ever been thrown upon him 
on account of his private life. When not ad- 
ministering to the needs of his archdiocese he 
has spent his time in studies, and, having writ- 
ten some poetry of whose character the worid 
has not been allowed to judge, he is reported 
to have literary talent. As a priest, Bishop. 
and Cardinal, Pecci was always a Mod- 
erate in political opinion. Pius IX. began 
his Pontificate as a Moderate, however, and end- 
ed it as a Radical monarchist, in utter opposi- 
tion to the sentiment of his time. It remains to 
be seen whether Leo XIII., the title the new 
Pope bas adopted, will stand firmly to the opin- 
fons of his most vigorous manhood. While at 
Perugia Cardinal Pecci followed the policy 
recommended by the late Cardinal Riario Siorza, 
and while at Napies he advised good Catholics 
to act as good citizens by taking part in the mu- 
nietpal and provisional elections. At the same 
time the rabid clerical press enjoined the policy 
of abstention from the polls, professing to be 
inspired directly from the Vatican. When Pécci 
went to Rome to act as Chamberlain of the 
Sacred College, he placed himself at the head of 
the party of Moderates, who believe that the 
Holy See, while not renouncing any of its 
rights, should accept accomplished facts 
Ww are the results of the decrees 

of Providence. In other words, 
the new Pope and bis associates believe that the 


Church might well become revonciled to the 


unification of Italy, and condemn Pope Pius’ 
policy of shutting himself up in the Vatican and 
calling himself a prisoner. Although Cardinal 
Pecei never bad intercourse with the Italian 
Government, he is said to be highly esteemed 
by its members on account of his political opin- 
fons, and that being so, they will not be likely 
to do anything to aifect him disagreeably.

To-day Pope Leo XIIL will be enthroned in 
St. Peter's and crowned with the famous triple 
crown. On histhrone in the Atrium of Con- 
stantine, opposite the walled-up Holy Gate, 
which is opened only in the years of jubilee, he 
will receive the homage of the Archpriest first 
and then of the clergy of the Basilica, and then

greatest satisfaction. I regard him as a man of 
intellect, learning, tact, and dignity, combined 
with ‘amiability and sterling piety. He was a 
true priest and atrue Bishop, and such a man 
is required to make atrue Pope. A true Pope 
should bea true Bishop, the temporal power 
being merely an official accessory. To-day the 
temporal power does not exist, and the Pope of 
to-day must throw himself upon the hearts of 
th prone. Though a man of liberality and 
5 have every reason to believe that Leo 
XIII. will not sacrifice the slightest tittle of right 
or justice. While he has all of the essential 
qualities of a great Poutiff, he has some of the 
minor — that make a personally attractive 
one. e has a fine presence, a commanding 
stature, and exceptional grace of bearing. in 
the suavity of his manner, and the strength and 
resonance of his voice, he greatly resembles 
Pius IX. Isurmise from the fact that he hag 
taken the name of Leo XIII., and not Pius X., 
that in mere matters of policy, wherein he is 
free, he will not follow his predecessor 
too closély. The freedom to er- 
ercise his election in following or not 
following Pius IX., bowever, does not extend 
to matters of faith. In selecting his name it is 
probable that Leo XIII. was moved by personal 
affection for Leo XII., of whose Pontificate he 
must retain a clear remembrance. Leo XII. 
was a Pope of ability and character, who was 
unfortunately taken too soon from the world, 
dying after a reign of only afew years. Other 
Popes of the name have been highly dis- 
tinguished in the Papal line. Leo X. gave his 
name to his age, the age of the Renaissance in 
art and literature, stimulated mainly by his in- 
telligence and muniticence. Leo I., known as 
Leo the Great, was one of the foremost of the 
Popes. By nis saintly character. the charm of 
bis inspired eloquence, and his Pontifical , 
Leo I. added largely to the lustre of the Holy 
See, and preserved the purity of the Catholic 
faith from inroads of heresies supported by the 
sophistry of the subtle Greek and Oriental 
mind. The studies of Leo XIII., who is re- 

uted to be a man of wide information, doubt- 
ess have led him to audmire and emulate these 
great personages. He could hardly have chosen 
. more worthy namesake or model than Leo the 

roat. 

It has been a tradition in the Church that the 
appointment to the office of Camerlingo, or 
Chamberlain tothe Holy Roman Church, was 
substantially a shutting out of the appointee 
from the possibility of an election to the Papacy. 
The acceptance of the office, therefore, by Leo 
XIIL. indicates he was guided by a high 
sense of duty. His election was remarkably 
speedy. The election of Pius IX. upon the 
fourth ballot was deemed extraordinary; that 
of Leo XIII. upon the third ballot is unques- 
tionably a surprising proof of his manifest 
ehgibility. Leo XIII. has lived very little in 
Rome since he began his high official career. 
Under the Pontificate of Gregory XVI. he was 
charged with the government of some of the 
Provinces of the Papal States, including the 
Province he has since ruled as Bishop. As Pius 
IX. was. easily distinguishable among his Car- 
divals for a noble breadth, so is Leo XIII. mark- 
ed by an indescribable charm that proclaims bis 
eminence. k believe that this charm has been 
felt even by those who are not Catholics. 

For years he bas been marked among the 
Cardinals, and only a very brief comparison of 
his qualifications with those of the others was 
needed to insure his elevation. Ido not doubt 
that his election will give very great satisfaction, 
not unly to the loving children of the Church, 
but to all those not of the Church who may have 
occasion to approach him. It is a blessing to the 
Church and the world.“ 

HIS BEARING AS A CARDINAL. 
New York Heraid. 

Of bigh intellect, of a weli-tried and energetic 
nature, his Eminence has made not only an ex- 
cellent Bishop, but has realized the type of a 
perfect Cardinal. Asan administrator he man- 
aged to clear Benevento of smuggling and 
brigandage, as well as of the underhand in- 
trigues of the party of the nobility. Asa 
man of intelligence he does not regard with 
such a pessimist eye as his colleacues 
the reciprocal sensations of the Church and so- 
ciety. He has evidently found a solution in his 
own mind for existing and eventual difficulties. 
His Eminence is tall and thin. His features 
have an aristocratic stamp, and are character- 
ized by great finesse. He has a resemblance at 
once to Voltaire and Richelieu, The voice 
strikes one disagreeably at first,—it is so nasal 
in its tones; but one soon gets accustomed to 
this peculiarity, owing to its fullness and reso- 
nance. Although simple in manners, bis Emi- 
nence is of ail the Cardinals the one who car- 
ries himself with most pontifical majesty, re- 
sembling in this Pius IX., who, in his early days, 
passed for incomparable.

One of the greatest satisfactions I experi- 


that the church mission to Uganda is the result 
of an appeal I made to English philanthropists 
through your (the London Teélegraph’s) columns. 
The annual volume for 1875 of the Reyal Geo- 
graphical Society's proceedings will inform you 
that £8,000 was subscribed in one night. I have 
been told that an additional 000 was after- 
ward subscribed to it. It was Col. Linant de 
Bellefonds who 3 the appral into 
of Col. n.

Gordon's kindness that I 
am indebted for its transmission to Engiand. 
The appeal was written in April, 1875. During 
the brief visit 1 made to the Emperor of Uganda 
at the time I undermined his belief and respect 
in the Mohammedan religion. The month of 
August saw me again at the court of Mtesa. I 
spent 110 days with him on this second visit 
during which time I translated, with the aid of 
Mr. Darlington, a pupil of the London mission 
at Zanzibar, the entire Gospel of St. Luke, the 
Lord’s er, the Apostles’ creed, several chap- 
ters of St. Paul's episties, and a portion of the 
book of Revelation, besides the ten command- 
ments. During nearly ali of this time I spent 
from two to six hours each day talking with him 
about the t love for mankind which the 
Savior manifested while on earth. When we re- 
turned to his capital, in the latter part of Oc- 
tober, I direeted how the new church was to be 
built, and assisted the chief, Mkwenda, to plant 
the pillars and posts of the building. : 

Considering the terrible t recorded in 
Col. Long's book —“ Victoria Niyanza’’—the 
massacres of innocent men and women simply 
to do him honor, fair-minded Englishmen must 
recognize the fact that a great change must 
have taken place in the Emperor, Col. Long 
was in Uganda July, 1873. I arrived in the be- 
ginning of April, 1875, and had commenications 
with him until March, 1876. When Metesa was 
on the point of executing captives I made him 
understand that if he executed one person not 
convicted of murder 1 would publish the fact 
to the whole world, and describe him as no 
better than the lowest savage. This was done 
in the presence of all his chiefs, numbering 
about 200. When be was about to sentence a

Col. Long but cofroborates Capt. Speke 
in his descriptions of Mtesa’s character, and 
considering that Dr. Schuitzer or Emin Ber, 
who succeeded me in U a, reports that the 
conversion of Mtesa to Christianity is real, am 
I not justified in claiming his conversion as my 
own work? 

Since Capt. Speke and Col. Long describe 
Mtesa as cruel, as sen men and women 
to death by hundreds, and that | saw before 
appearing in his presence the ashes of man

Linant de Beilef since massacred near 
Gondokoro, reports in his journals that he heard 
me begin the conversation of the crue! despot, 
and Dr. Schuitzer or Emin reports that 
what Mr. Stanley stated about Mtesa’s conver- 
sation is correct, and the church mission lately 
reported that the boy Darlington, left by me to 
continue the work in 1875, was still at his post, 
would it be too much to claim Mtesa as my 
convert?
